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Parliamentary Management. 

In Wednesday's "World" the gen- 
tlemen wbo writes clever sketches of 
Parliamentary proceedings, headed 
"Under the Clock," writes as follows 
on Mr. Disraeli's faculty for managing 
the Houso of Commons: — "Mr. Dis- 
raeli came into power as tho avenger 
of the outraged principle of rest. We 
had been going too fast and too long 
under the guidance of Mr. Gladstono, 
and it was his principal mission to put 
on the brake, and while preserving for 
us some sense of motion, to take care 
that it should be easy. For miph p. 
mission Mr. Disraeli was a heaven- 
bo-n miirster. Ho bas tho patience 
which makes possible a mastorly inac- 
_ tivity. Tho difference between his 
temperament and that of his predeces- 
sor is indicated by tho simple fact that 
■while ho can sit motionless for two 
hours on a bench in the House, Mr. 
Gladstone could not sit for two inin- 
tes. Tho present need of the House 
of Commons is restful ease, tempered 
with a littlo amusement, and Mr. Dis- 
raeli'has skilfully managed to supply 
the necessity. Never, oven in tho best 
days t>f Lord Palmerston, has the 
House been so docilo under manage- 
ment as during the current Session 
In tho day of his power, Mr. Glad 
stone ruled the Hou&a, but did not 
lead it; and when his power deserted 
him, tho House paid off old scores by 
assuming an attitudo toward its nomi- 
nal leader that must havo been gall- 
ing to his proud spirit. Mr. Disraeli 
never dou-ua^era oYor tho House. On 
tho contrary, ho rather goes out of his 
way to assert that tho Houso is arbiter 
of its own acts, and that ho is its very 
humble servant. He really does make 
concessions to the expressed wishes 
even of a miuority of hon. members, 
especially when those wishc3 tend in 
the direction of shortening a sitting. 
During tlio current Session we have 
not sat nearly so many hours as durin 
any similar term under Mr. Gladstone's 
Ministry. But tho amount of actual 
work done is ut least equal in bulk. If 
Mr. Gladstone sot out with the deter- 
mination to reach a certain stage or a 
given clause of a Bill, ho simply by 
the pressure of his majority forced the 
Houso into agreement with his plan. 
The consequence was that a spirit of 
factious opposition was raised, and 
temper being lost on both sides, more 
tiin« was wasted in fighting ovor the 
question of adjournment than might 
hare served to effect Mr. Gladstone's 
original purpose. Mr. Disraeli never 
fights a miuori ty that shows any de 
termination to stay progress. For 
form's sake he will, if pushod to it, take 
• a division on the question of adjourn- 
ment, and when that has boon decided, 
will give way to ronowod op- 
position. This may seem weak, 
but the Premior knowB with 
whom ho is dealing. Tho House 
of Commons is too generous to take a 
mean advantage of a good disposi- 
tion, and only onco this Sossion has 
a veiatiously prematuro motion for 
adjournment been made, and that was 
during the debate) on tho Coercion 
Acts, when, at 20 minutes to 12, Dr. 
O'Leary moved to adjourn tho debate. 
Mr. Giad.>touo would probably havo 
leaped up and in passionate language 
have denouncod such a proceeding as 
factious, declared that tho Govern- 
ment worn prepared to resist it to the 
last, and probably havo hinted that, if 
tho motion were not rojocted by a largo 
majority, ho would be compelled to 
resign. Mr. Disraeli, putting his eye- 
glass up — and perhaps no one usob an 
eyeglass with such comical effect — 
looked at mo, and observed that if tho 
hon. member had intended toconcludo 
with such a motion, ho would have 
been glad if bo had continued his re- 
marks over the apaco of 20 minutes. 
Then ho proceeded in a friendly tone 
to point out tho unreasonableness of 
adjourning tho dobato at this hour; 
and when ho sat down, tho Irish mem- 
bers, with a baseness for which Dr. 
O'Leary has probably beforo this call- 
od them to account, wore the first to 
cry ' Withdraw!' and after a few mo- 
meLt's interruption business proceeded 
in accordance with the Premier's 
plans. Mr. Disraeli, unfortunatoly, 
cannot endow his subordinates with 
his genius, but bo has imbued thorn 
■with his conciliatory disposition. That 
conciliation may be carried too far is 
proved by tho doad-loek wo havo 
reached in tho matter of Soleet Com- 
mittees. Since the Session opened, 
Select Committeos havo boon giron 



with both hands. In fact, it may bo 
said that tho Opposition has been 
nourished on Select Committees. The 
consequence is, that at the present 
moment every mombor who may be 
utilized for Select-Committee work is 
engaged two or three doeji, and, as 
Mr. Lowo has put it, the forco of So- 
lect Committees can no further go. 
The failing is, however, an amiable 
one, and, apart from considerations 
of politeness, is woll suited to the em- 
ergencies of tho hour. The Opposi- 
tion are not in a position either suc- 
cessfully to oppose or hopofully to 
initiate measures. They must do some- 
thing, and accordingly where onco 
they would havo brought in a Pill, and 
possibly havo mado . l.iiv, they now 
inovo for a Select Committee. Tho 
concession is graciously made, and 
"lo, tho winter is passed, tho rain is 
over and gone, tho flowers appear on 
the earth, the time of tho singing of 
birds is como, and tho voice of the tiir- 
tlo is heard in the land.' All this is 
due to the skilful good temper of Mr. 
Disraeli. In. this also ho has educat- 
ed his party." 

Reynolds, tho dramatist, observing 
the thinness of the house at one of 
his pieces, said: "I suppose it is 
owing to the war!" "JSo," was the ro- 
ply, "it is owing to the piece."

Mr. Mackenzie has departed for 
London. Tho object of his visit to 
tho world's metropolis in a matter of 
conjecture in the Eastern Provinces; 
but enough has leaked out to satisfy 
tho politicians of both parties that tho 
relations of Canada and British Col- 
umbia will occupy some sharo of Lord 
Carnarvon's and Mr. Mackenzie's atten- 
tion, and that among other matters the 
unsettled state of Indian affairs in this 
Province will be discussed by the two 
statesmen. Wo feel satisfied that with 
tho strong remonstrance of Lord Car- 
narvon, (already before them) our 
Government recognize tho necessity 
of receding from tho position assum- 
ed by them last year— if, indeed, they 
had not felt tho untenableness of their 
position before. Whilst wo would not 
wish to materially reduce the area of 
laud open to settlement by white im- 
migrants, wo are firmly of opinion 
that the host interests of the Province 
demand a speedy aarangeraent of the 
Indian question on an equitable basis. 
Such a settlement it is in the interest 
of the Province to make, even should 
it involve the reservation of twenty 
acres of land to each head of a family. 
Independent of tranquilizing of the 
Indian mind and the feeling of secur- 
ity that would take the place of the 
alarm now felt by tho Bettlera in the 
groat interior of the Province, wo 
Bhould accomplish in tho gathering 
of the tribes together on reservations 
a considerable Baring in tho adminis- 
tration of Justice. It is a notorious 
fact that in the country districts a 
groat majority of the crimes and mis- 
demeanors committed are traceable to 
the indiscriminate commingling of the 
whites and reds; but it is not so well 
known that two-thirds of tlio offences 
tried before the Police Magistrate in 
this city aro attributable to the same 
cause. We have taken a peep into the 
Municipal Police Court records from 
tho 1st of January to the 1st of May of 
the present year— a period of four 
months — and we confess to a feeling 
of surprise at the result. During the 
period named 213 cases were hoard 
by Mr. Elliott. Deducting from that 
number 20 cases which were not crim- 
inal in their nature, (being charges of 
insanity and non-payment of licenses), 
and we have 1ST persons charged with 
offences of various kinds. Of this num- 
ber GO were Indians arraigned for 
drunkenness or vagrancy; lit! were In- 
dians charged with assault, fighting or 
theft; and 29 were white men accused 
of selling spirits to or assaulting In- 
dians! Wo here have a total of 125 
out of 1ST Police Court casts, directly 
attributable to the presence of Indians 
within the City limits, Had reserva- 
tions been found years ago there would 
have been a large saving in the e.x- 
penso of governing the city. We are 
well aware of the old stuck argument 
that tho presence of Indians within 
the city is "good for trade;" but we 
also know that Indians in the city are 
more exposed to disease and death 
than in the country. Any system of 
Government that tends to create "use- 
less mouths" or decrease a population 
is not a good system. Since 18(12 the 
Indian population of the Island has 
decreased two-thirds. When! arc the 
crowds of natives that formerly 
thronged our business streets, selling 
furs or buying goods? Two. thirds 
have been annihilated through con- 
tact with civilization. Had the reser- 
vation system been inaugurated and 
tho aborigine instructed in the virtues 
in place of the vices of civilized life, 
ft census to-day would have shown a 
largo, well-to-do Indian population, 
industriously adding to the productive 
wealth and commerce of the Province, 
in placo of being, as thousands arc, 
"clods of the valley." Where one 
Indian comes to tiade to-day, three 
would have come, and tin; advantage 
and value of tueir Uuittj could scarcely 
bo estimated. It is proposed now by 
tho Imperial and Canadian Govern- 
ments lo gather tho remnants of the 
tnbew upon reservations, and em lea 
vor to repair iu thu future tho neglect 
of tho past. Shall it bo longer writ- 
ten of the Government Jof this Pro- 
vince that they stand as a Btoj»-gap to 
a satisfactory solution of this impor- 
tant question '? — That when the In- 
dians ask for fertile land they offer 
them gravel ridges and mountain tops 
on which a grasshopper would not 
fatten in ten years ?

Viotoria Schools, 

A publio moating was held at the 
Broughtou stroot Bohoolhouso last ovoa- 
ing to take into consideration the advis- 
nbilitj of removing the Girls' 8oh0ol to 
a now building to be orootod on the Re- 
oervo, top of Fort stroet. The attondauoo 
numbered 10 — teachers, trustees, report- 
ers nnd all counted. Conn. Goweu pro- 
sided and Mr. J. D. liobiuson noted at 
Secretary. 

Letters wero read from Mra. Hay-ward, 
Lady Principal of the Girls' School, and 
Mr. C. C. Mackenzie, Principal of thi 
Boys' School, both favoring the propos- 
ed removal. 

Mr. Teaguo, tlio Architoct, Raid it -was 
proposed to placo tho girls' school on the 
upper flat and tho boys' oa tho lower 
flat, with separate entrancos, playgrounds 
and classrooms. 

Mr. W. K. Bull made a few remarks 
in opposition to tho proposed ehaaga as 
being inconvenient to the smaller nieni- 
bors of tho community. 

The Secretary said that tho money ap- 
propriated was voted to bo used in the 
eroction of a school on tha Kesorv*. 
Af tor a school had been built there an 
infants' school could bo built in town. If 
this proposition was rejected tho girls 
must remain where they are. 

Mr. Fell, seconded by Mr. Higgins, 
moved that tho girls' school bo removed 
to tho School Reserve. 

Mr. Pell moved that tho ladios be 
thanked for their attendance this oven- 
ing. Carried unanimously. 

After a vote of thanks to tho Chairman 
the meeting adjourned. 

Mn. Blakh and the "Globe." — Refer- 
ring to Hon. Edward Blake joining the 
Mackenzie Government tho Toronto' Globe 
says: "Tho ablest politician and the most 
independent of thinkers must always 
make sorno sacrifice of his individuality 
■when he takes oiliee. Tho effect of his 
presence Is" felt, his ideas often fruotify 
in legislation ; but they may not always 
assume just the shape of tiiO sohomo or 
proposition ho may have foreshadowed 
when he was out of offico. Thoy are 
modified by tho need that exists for caus- 
ing the whole machinery of legislation to 
work harmoniously and without undue 
disturbance of tho political system." 
These remarks probably refer to Mr. 
Blake's position on the Canadian Pacifio 
Railway question, which has not been en- 
tirely in harmony with that of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's — especially with reapoot to the 
Eequimalt-Nanaituo Railway. 

The Colonial Hotel building, just con- 
sumed by firo, bad a history. It was 
erected at Whatcom, Washington Ter- 
ritory, during the gold rush in 1858. 
When Whatcom declined in population 
the building was taken down and brought 
to Victoria by a man named KraftB, and 
erected on the lot where the Clubhouse 
stands. In 18G4 tho late 8. Driard mov- 
ed the building to tho lot it lately occu- 
pied and built tho Clubhouse. 

The Ruin's,— Tho scono of tho late fire 
on Government Btreet attracts considera- 
ble atteutiou . Crowds of Indians and 
bovs are engaged in searching amid tho 
embers for valuables. A few small coins 
were found yesterday. It is tho inten- 
tion of the Colonial Hotel proprietors, wo 
are told, to rebuild with brick. Tho walls 
of the Clubhouse aro pronounced quite 
eafe and will not bo taken down.

Huston took placo from St. Andrew's 
Cathedral yesterday morning. Tho at- 
tendance w'ae very large. Father Kirloy 
said High Mass. and a Solemn Requiem 
w»b sung by the choir.

Jarvis' Parly at Winnipeg. 



Winnipeg, May 22.— Mr. E. W. Jar- 
vis and party, of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Survey, arrived last nighl. 
They left British Columbia Inst De- 
cember. They experienced great diffi- 
culty in crossing tho Rocky Mountains, 
owing to tho great depth of snow and 
the* " sevoro weather. The Smoky 
River Pass, a hundred milos north of 
Jaspor House pass, was found imprac- 
ticable for tho railway, nor was any 
other found preferablo to tho ono al- 
ready surveyed by Jasper's House. 
They travellod upwards of 000 milos 
on snowshoes. They ran out of pro- 
visions shortly after leaving the moun- 
tains, but obtained sufficient game to 
carry them to Edmonton. They left 
there on tho 7th April, and found 
heavy snow to Carlton. 

The Sa&katchewan river opened on 
the 22nd April.

Horrible Murder in 
Boston. 



A Little Olrl Beaten to Death in a Church. 
[Associated Fre»K Telegram. J 

Boston, Mass., May 23.— Another 
murder even more horrible in detail 
than that of Mrs. Bingham a few 
woeks since, was perpetrated in this 
city this afternoon. A bright littlo 
girl, live years old, was murdered in 
a church, and the bruised and mutilat- 
ed body carried up into the tower and 
thrown upon tho iloorof the loft. Tho 
victim of tho', tragedy was Mabel H. 
Young. This aftornoon Mabel, in 
company with an aunt, attended Sun- 
day school exercises. On coining out 
of church tho aunt romained in the 
vostibule about ten minutes convers- 
ing with some friends, and on starting 
for homo missed tho child. At tirst it 
was supposed she had gone back into 
the church, but when she was not 
found inside and persons outside de- 
clared she had not come out, the aunt 
became alarmed and a search was 
commenced in ovory direction. About 
4 o'clock some ladies at an opou win- 
dow across the street hoard the faint 
cries of a child, apparently from the 
church tower. Somo young men who 
had joinod in the search started at 
onco to ascend the tower. The}- found 
the door leading up from tho organ 
loft lockod, and on forcing it open 
discovered fresh blood on tho floor and 
stops leading up to tho next lauding. 
They also found a strip of board cover- 
ed with blood at one end, and hoard a 
low moaning from above. Ascending 
the long steop flight of stairs, and rais- 
ing tho scuttle, which resisted tho 
strength of one strong man, they 
found tho mangled body of tho child 
lying near tho edge of tho Bcuttle, as 
though it had been carried up the 
stops and hastily thrown down there. 
From the top of her head, which was 
broken in, blood and brain were oozing 
while tho nose was crushed, and tho 
face terribly mangled. Surgeons at 
onco pronounced tho case hopeloss mid 
her death is a question of but a few 
hours at tho furthest. Thomas Ro- 
per, who has been soiton about a year, 
was arrested. Ho was engaged at 
work about tho ohuroh, but his sus- 
picious manner and his denial that ho 
had tho keys, when two keys fitting 
doors to the towor wero taken from 
his person, point strongly to Lira as 
tho murderer. Ho has once before 
being under suspicion of murder, but 
was discharged for want of evidence 
This last affair has caused a profound 
sensation in tho community, nnd in- 
tense excitement prevails. How tho 
child was onticed away and for what 
motive has not transpired.

Tho honourable gentle- 
man, who was ono of tho Maritime de- 
legates visiting Ontario ten years ago, 
ami who is a devoted Oonfodorationist, 
says that there is littlo agitation on tho 
island relative to Union, although tho 
people aro gradually learning to view 
the scheme favorably. An experienc- 
ed surveyor, Mr. McLeod, is at pre- 
sent exploring and mapping out tho 
timber lands, and, so soon as the rail- 
way contracts aie decided upon, it is 
probable that certain of these lands 
will be given as bonuses, the remain- 
der being given to lumbermen on tho 
system of licensing now prevailing in 
Ontario and Quebec. It is claimed 
that tiio building of this projected 
railway will bring Europe within a live 
dayB* water trip from St. John's, New- 
foundland, and do away with the dau- 
gor of navigation in the vicinity of the 
island. Mr. Shea considers that if 
Newfoundland camo into tho Union it 
would bo to the interest of tho Do- 
minion Government to mako St. John's, 
a city with a population of twenty-five 
thousand, tho Atlantic port for Cana- 
dian lnail steamships, owing to its be- 
ing within five days' sail of Liverpool. 
Tho revenue of the Island is nearly 
$900,000, and tho public debt only 
$1,100,000, tho colonial debentures be- 
ing all held by local financiers, and 
ono half tho public debt being held 
by tho savings banks. Government 
five per cents nro worth from 100 
to 107. The great question thoro now 
is tho Anglo-American Cable Com- 
pany's monopoly, the Government 
calculating that all they aro legally 
bound to pay for tho termination of 
the contract is the cost of tho land 
wires and cable to Capo Breton, theso 
being worth at the outside not more 
than $300,000. Howevor, notwith- 
standing the value of the business, 
only about flvo out-of every thousand 
messages received aro for Island peo- 
ple Mr. Shea is a very intelligent 
gentleman, and is largely engaged in 
mercantile pursuits. 

St. John, N. B., May 22.— Great 
anxiety is felt in commercial circles 
at tho extraordinary demands on tho 
banks for mono}- to-day. 

Moro than the usual number of ar- 
rivals from sea are reported to day. 

The report circulated to tho dis- 
credit of Peilor & Bros, turns out to 
untrue. The firm has been prompt 
in meeting all engagements here, and 
it stands well with business men. 

The reported failuro of Henry Davis 
& Co., of Montreal and England, 
causes a sensation bore, 

Ottawa, May 22.— The "Citizen" 
says that the Premier is busily arrang- 
ing the work of his department pre- 
paratory to leaving for England. Tho 
announcement of liitf prospective de- 
parture has resulted in the reception 
of batches "f correspondence of a 
nature well understood by Cabinet 
Ministers with patronage at their dis- 
posal.

Amusing Breach of Promise Case. 

An old Sinn of Rnvdiit)- complaint of Bring 
Jilcml by u Uloo'iulFijr Duiuscl of Porti-- 
llvo. 

A breach of promise case, in which 
tho gentleman is tho pursuer, came 
boforo Sheriff Falconar, Nairn, at tho 
Small Debt on Friday woek. Tho 
court was crowded during tho hearing 
of tho evidence. Tho pursuer, Jauios 
Miller, commissary officer, Forres 
(who is 70 years of ago), deponed that 
about tho ond of January, 1874, he 
met Miss Miller, tho defender, at For- 
res Station, in a railway carriage 
Sho complained of hor foot boing very 
cold — (laughter) — and asking if she 
could got a warming foot pan. Ho 
did not succeed in obtaining tho pan, 
but ho travelled with hor to Elgin, 
when, in bidding him good-bye, sho 
said sho would writo to bim from Ab- 
erdeen or Edinburgh, and asked him 
to call on her in Nairn. Ho foil in 
lovo with hor, or something of that 
sort— (laughter) and ho sont a letter 
to her in Edinburgh, in which ho 
wrote : 

I cannot longer restrain the im- 
pression of feelings with whioh yours 
charms have inspired me. I have boon 
to Nairn yerfcerdaj expecting to seo 
my dear darling Miss Miller, but 
found you were still Edinburgh, and 
having procured your address, I now 
send you this noto as tho most doli- 
cato moans I could devise to make you 
aware of my sentiments. If you will 
allow mo tho honor of a personal in- 
terview, I shall satisfy you that im- 
position and character are not be- 
neath your notice. My lovo for you 
cannot be restrained. It has mas- 
tered me, and I must obey its im- 
pulse. Fulfil then, my dear madam, 
the hope I have been fondly dream- 
ing ovor, and convert into a reality 
the sweet idea that has overpowered 
mo. 

Tho lotter was signed. "Your de- 
voted admirer." Ho got no answer 
to this, but ho wroto again to Nairn on 
the 21th of March. The latter was 
read in court, and produced great 
amusement. After entreating pardon 
for tho "bold appeal" ho was about to 
mako, and tho "apparent presump- 
tion," ho asked to bo allowed to wait 
on hor in order that ho might "ex- 
plain my mind to you moro fully, as it 
is only your dear self I want to make 
us happy." He added: 

By your live humanity 1 ontroatyou 
not to keep mo longer in suspeuao, for 
I could lay mo down and dio for my 
bonnie blooming darling Miss Miller. 
Ever sinco tho day I met you in tho 
railway carriage on your way to Edin- 
burgh City my heart wont with you. 
I am your most devoted and faithful 
lover, James Miller, — Commissary 
Officer, High stroot, Forres. 

She replied : 

Dear Sib,— Were you in Nairn on 
Saturday or Monday, I will bo happy 
to see you. Yours truly 

Jane Miller. 

When he called on tho 30th March, 
they had a long interview, whereat she 
promised to marry him. Sho offerod 
mo, continued the witness, a glass of 
wine. She was sitting on my knee, 
and we drank tho wine out of tho 
same glass. (Laughter.) At the same 
timo 1 kissed hor. (Groat laughter.) 
Sho was all life and fun. I gave her 
X7 in Caledonian Hank notes. Sho 
asked what sho was to do with thorn. 
I said anything you like. I also gave 
her a whole bag of confections. 
(Laughter.) I hud it filled with thu 
best cakes and sweeties that could bo 
got. Afrer that sho took mo into 
every room and bedroom in her houso. 
I was rather astonished. Everything 
was nice and clean. Sho showed mo 
her own bedroom and lied. I said tho 
bed was rather "woo." Before I leftl 
gave her a ring. I kept a book, into 
which I wroto everything that took 
place; tho different times I visited hor, 
and all the presents I gave except the 
confections. (Laughter.) On the 10th 
April 1 sent her another letter: — 

"My dearest loving darling. — Allow 
mo to congratulate you upon tho 
sweet conversation wo bad togothor in 
your own house on Monday last, when 
1 told you that I loved you moro than 
any other woman on earth. I -said 1 
wiil never be happy in this world till 

you bo my own dear wife 

And now. my dearost darling darling, 
for your marriage day, and then a trip 
to Edinburgh city, or by moss and 
moreland, going with my bonnie 
blooming Emma. And now, believe 
me dearost dear, your over truly and 
affectionate sweetheart." 

Her reply was : — 

"Dear Sir, — I will bo happy to soo 
you on tho 15th. Will you oomo hero 
straight from tho train if convenient 
foryou.- — Yours, "J. M." 

Ho went dm that day, and again sho 
promised him, and again they had somo 
wino together. Ho wroto her again 
on the '20th and on tho 20th April, tho 
latter letter concluding with tho' fol- 
io wi ng lines : 

"Oh '.-.ime to mo my own darling Einm*, 
Oh cine, my drurcnt loving Emma, 
Oh come, my bunnle, blooming, cheerfol 
Btnrna, 

WT your atu Jaime, and lie will make you his 

buuulc bride . 

Ever your anient admirer, and true 
and faithful swoeLheart. 

"James MiLLEB." 
(Groat laughter.) Miss Miller replied 
on 2d May : 

"Sir— I wan disappointed with your 
lotter of the 20th. 1 thought that it 
was to bo ono that I could send to my 
friends, to let them know what your 
yearly income was, and also to say 
what you had to dopond on if you 
wero ill and not able to fulfil tho office 
you do at present. When you epoko 
to me of marriage I told you that my 
friends would require to know that fact. 
I said that I might bo leaving this next 
mouth, but I did not say thut I was to 



marry you. That I could not say till 1 
know more of you. I hope you will be 
oloctod as a Town Councillor, as you 
soom to wish to be. I was in hopes that 
you would have boon in Nairn.and called 
and got tho ring that you -deft horo. I 
could not keep it under prosont circum- 
stances. Toll mo if I shall send it to you 
or if you will call for it. Hoping that 
you aro well, and that all will go woll 
with you, Yours respectfully, 

J. M." 

Ho went to soo hor on tho 7th May, an d 
took oight rings that sho might havo hor 
choice. Tho ono sho liked best, was a 
gold ring, with tho emblem "Dourest." 
It cost him £1 3s., and she aooepted it. 
She wantod to know his income, aud he 
told her that it was £100 moro or loss, 
(Laughter.) She wroto in reply: 

"Doar Sir,— Your letters aro not satis- 
factory, so I must beg of you not to write 
again, wishing you well. Woio you 
coming this way and would like to call 
as a friend, I would bo happy to seo you. — 
Yours respectfully. J.M." 

He did not correspond with her for 
somo timo as ho was unwoll, having mot 
with an acoidoiit, but on tho 22nd of Sep- 
tember ho wroto to bis "Dearest, loving, 
darling Emm*," to assure her of his 
belief that hor lovo was sincere aud con- 
stant. 

"For it could scarcoly bo otherwise, for 
it was founded on the real spirit of love, 
for many a thought I had about my be- 
loved darling Emma sinco 1 saw you last 
at Nairn, as I always believed your love 
for me sincere, and it could scarcely be 
othorwise, for it was founded on sincere 
and ardent esteem and respect, arising 
from a mutual conviction of superior ex- 
colionco aud merit in your kind and Iot- 
ing heart to mo." 

In reply she oxpressod hor "surprise 
that lie should write in such a way," and 
told him that all future letters would bo 
returnod unopened. His feelings wero 
so much hurt that his health was affected 
a good doal. 

In cross examination, on being shown a 
letter written to defender, for tlio pur- 
pose of being shown to her friends, in 
which it was stated that ho had an in- 
ceme equal to £100 n year on an average 
and an allowance of £50 a year from his 
family in Australia, ho deponed that he 
had more than £20 from Sheriff Court 
business, but could not say exactly how 
much. His friends in Australia sent him 
money frequently, but ho could not say 
how much. When ho kept his "love- 
letter book" it was not with tho intention 
of getting up a breach of promise case. 
IIo kept it with the intention of keeping 
his mind fresh. (Laughter.) The book 
was handed to the Sheriff. If ho had not 
kept that book he never could have 
brought this action. (Laughter.) 

The Sheriff: How old are you? — lio 
tweon 60 and 70, and Miss Miller is be- 
tween 40 and 50. (Laughter.) 

Tho Shoriff: I did not ask you tho 
lady's ago. In what year wero you born? 
—In the year five, my Lord. (Great 
laughter.) 

By Defender's Agent: I think I called 
upon hor about ten times, but I can 
easily count from my book. (Laughter.) 

Mis-i Miller, tho defender, was then ex- 
amined. Sho doposod that on tho first 
occasion on which sho had seen the pur- 
suer ho himself had offered to get a 
warming pan for her feet. When he call- 
ed on her at Nairn ho askod her to marry 
him, but she inquired who anil what he 
was, aud what ho had to live on. She did 
not promise to marry him. Ho offered 
her money, but she refused it. Sho show- 
od him through hor houso, as ho said he 
know of one who would take it. She gave 
him a glass of wino on his saying that he 
would havo given her ono if be had it. 
No endearments whatever passed between 
them. Gn 15th April ho asked her again 
to marry him, but she refused. She never 
agreed to marry hiui conditionally or un- 
conditionally. When ho called on a later 
occasion, he pushed in past her into the 
dining-room and produced a small boltlo 
of wino from his pocket. He filled out a 
glass and wanted her to take- it. She 
would not take his wine. He had a lot 
of rings with him, but the told him to 
pack them up and go away as quick as 
posssblo. Ho would not go, liowevor, 
and on looking back into tlio room a little 
after sho found him standing writing 
something in a littlo black book. Tho 
defender added that sho would not have 
him if ho had £100,000 a year. She did 
not like the man. 

After tho agents had been heard, the 
Shoriff said there seemed to bo no pro- 
mise made, and he would at ono givo a 
decree of absolvitor and expenses.
